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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that the compressor taught by 
Gleasman is not analogous to the compressor taught by Kawaguchi. However, the compressor taught by Kawaguchi and the compressor 
taught by Gleasman relate to swash plate compressors and both contain common elements. The speed and pressure at which the 
compressor is run is not necessary to show whether the two compressors are analogous. Applicant is reminded that a recitation with 
respect to the material intended to be worked upon by a claimed apparatus does not impose any structural limitations upon the claimed 
apparatus which differentiates it from the prior art apparatus satisfying the structural limitations of the claims, as is the case here. 
In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d at 1478, 44 USPQ2d at 1432. 

Applicant also argues that Gleasman does not teach that a servo-mechanism may release a swash plate. This is not persuassive 
because the manner in which the swash plate is released is not recited in the claim language and therefore the determining means 172 
taught by Gleasman is capable positioning the swash plate in a released posistion and can therefore be said to release the swash plate. 
The applicant also argues that there is no motivation to combine the Kawaguchi and Gleasman references, however as stated in the 
previous Office Action, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Kawaguchi by 
incorporating the inclination determining means as taught by Gleasman as a means for manually adjusting the inclination of the swash- 
plate allowing an operator to optimize the efficiency of the compressor for varying loads during operation (Gleasman col. 17 lines 12-22). 
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
